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Commodity  Summary 

A  record  "TOT  "billion  pound  inventory  of  agricultural  products  was  in  refrig- 
erated storage  on  Hovember  1^  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     This  is  1 
percent  more  than  on  IJovemher  1^  19^2^  the  previous  record,  and  I8  percent  more 
than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  date.     Heavy  receipts  of  fresh  apples  during 
Octoher  contrihuted  largely  to  the  2.2  "billion  pound  increase  in  cooler  stocks 
which  totaled  a  record  4.5  "billion  pounds  on  ITovemher  1.     Freezer  stocks  advanced 
to  3*9  hillion  pounds  after  a  I5I  million  pound  gain  from  a  month  earlier.  Ilovemher 
1  stocks  were  less  than  a  year  earlier  but  slightly  more  than  average.  Public 
refrigerated  warehouse  occupancy  increased  during  October.     In  cooler  rooms, 
occupancy  was  6I  percent  -  a  gain  of  5  points  from  October  1.     Freezer  occupancy 
was  7^  percent,  an  increase  of  2  points. 

ITovember  1  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  were  1,355  million  pounds  ~  a  new  all 
time  high.     These  stocks  are  2  percent  above  last  year  and  3I  percent  above 
average.     The  previous  record  high  was  1,335  million  pounds  reported  on  December  1, 
1962.     Orange  concentrate  stocks  were  reduced  by  5  million  gallons  during  October 
and  on  ITovember  1  totaled  23  million  gallons  -  20  million  less  than  in  I962  but 
about  2  million  more  than  the  average.     Holdings  of  frozen  fruits  declined  during 
October.     The  6  million  pound  reduction  compares  with  I5  million  last  year  and  the 
average  of  11  million  pounds.     Stocks  totaled  k-Qk  million  pounds  on  November  1,  17 
percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  10  percent  less  than  average.     For  the  holiday 
season,  stocks  of  all  poultry  were  kQQ  million  pounds  -  9  percent  more  than  on 
November  1,  I962  and  ik-  percent  more  than  average.     November  1  holdings  of  turkeys 
amounted  to  36O  million  pounds  -  20  million  more  than  last  year  and  8k  million 
more  than  the  average . 

Butter  supplies  were  reduced  during  October  by  h2  million  pounds  leaving  286 
million  on  November  1.     These  supplies  are  25  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  but 
more  than  twice  the  average  for  the  date,     i^erican  cheese  stocks  declined  season- 
ally to  336  million  pounds  after  a  27  million  pound  reduction  during  October. 
Shell  egg  holdings  were  down  to  1^1  thousand  cases  and  frozen  eggs  to  8I  million 
pounds  on  November  1.     For  the  date,  each  was  below  stocks  of  a  year  earlier  and 
average.     Meat  in  storage  increased  to  551  million  pounds.     A  27  million  pound  gain 
during  October  compares  with  a  3I  million  gain  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  gain 
of  13  million  pounds .     The  November  1  stocks  were  kl  percent  larger  than  on  Novem- 
ber' 1,  1962  and  ^7  percent  larger  than  average. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Cooler- stored  products  totaled  4.5  billion  pounds  on  November  1,  the  highest 
ever  reported.     This  record  weight  resulted  from  the  heavy  seasonal  increase  in 
apple  stocks  -  2.1  billion  pounds.     A  year  earlier,  cooler  stocks  totaled  4.2 
billion  pounds  and  the  1957-61  average  is  3*8  billion.     Stocks  of  other  fresh 
fruits  (except  pears),  fresh  vegetables,  and  nut  meats  increased  during  October  but 
pears  and  other  cooler  stocks  declined  seasonally.     Freezer-held  products  totaled 
3-9  billion  pounds,  a  gain  of  I5I  million  over  the  previous  month.     For  November  1, 
freezer  stocks  are  k  percent  under  a  year  earlier  but  slightly  larger  than  average. 
October  gains  raised  stocks  of  poultry,  vegetables,  beef,  pork,  and  other  red  meats 
but  stocks  of  cream,  butter,  eggs,  fruits,  and  juices  declined  during  the  month. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Occupancy  of  both  cooler  and  freezer  space  in  public  refrigerated  warehouses 
increased  during  October.     Cooler  occupancy  was  61  percent  of  capacity  on  November 
1,  an  increase  of  5  points  from  October  1.     Occupancy  of  cooler  space  was  2  points 
greater  than  average  for  this  time  of  year  but  9  points  below  a  year  earlier. 
Freezer  occupancy  was  74  percent  of  capacity,  an  increase  of  2  points  from  last 
month.     Use  of  freezer  space  was  3  points  less  than  the  average  for  November  1 
and  5  points  below  this  time  last  year. 


Dairy  and  Dairy  Products 

Stocks  of  Iputter  in  storage  on  November  1  were  286  million  pounds 25  percent 
under  a  year  earlier  but  more  than  double  the  average  for  Ilovember  1.  Holdings 
declined  k-2  million  pounds  during  October  compared  with  a  39-rflillion  pound  decline 
during  October  I962  and  the  average  of  I9  million.     Government- owned  butter  in 
storage  on  November  1  was  235  million  poimds  leaving  51  million  in  commercial 
channels  compared  with  37  million  a  year  earlier.     Holdings  of  /American  cheese  on 
November  1  were  33^  million  pounds^  20  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  h 
percent  below  average  for  the  date.     Stocks  declined  27  million  pounds  during 
October  compared  with  a  36-million  pound  reduction  during  the  same  month  last 
year  and  I9  million;,  the  average  October  decline. 

Vegetables fruits  and  juices 

November  1  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  are  the  largest  on  record.     The  1^355 
million-  pounds  compares  with  1^3'^^  million  stored  on  November  1^  I962  and  the 
average  of  1;,035  million  pounds.     Stocks  of  all  vegetable  items  increased  during 
October  except  asparagus^  snap  beans ^  and  peas.     The  greatest  gain  was  39  million 
pounds  of  french  fries  which  advanced  to  I60  million  pounds;  the  greatest 
reduction  was  25  million  pounds  of  peas  which  dropped  stocks  to  290  million  pounds. 
Frozen  orange  concentrate  holdings  totaled  23  million  gallons  after  an  October 
reduction  of  5  million  gallons.     This  disappearance  was  k-  million  gallons  less  than 
during  October  last  year  and  1  million  less  than  average.     Stocks however were 
^7  percent  under  a  year  earlier  but  8  percent  above  average.     Supplies  of  frozen 
fruits  were  kSk  million  pounds  on  November  1;,  compared  with  586  million  last  year 
and  the  average  of  53^  million  pounds.     The  October  disappearance  was  6  million 
pounds  -  9  million  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  5  million  under  average  for  the 
month.     Fresh  apple  stocks  moved  up  sharply  during  October  and  on  Novsmber  1  totaled 
59  million  bushels  -  a  gain  of  hk  million.     For  the  date^  stocks  are  1^  percent 
greater  than  last  year  and  21  percent  greater  than  average.     About  10  million 
bushels  were  in  gas  storage  on  November  1  -  I6  percent  of  total  stocks. 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Frozen  poultry  supplies  on  October  1  were  ^88  million  pounds,  9  percent  greater 
than  a  year  earlier  and  ik  percent  above  average .     Holdings  of  frozen  poultry 
increased  125  million  pounds  during  October  compared  with  a  gain  of  117  million 
during  October  I962  and  the  average  of  122  million.     Turkey  stocks  were  36O  million 
pounds        an  increase  of  IO9  million  pounds  during  October.     The  November  1  inven- 
tory was  6  percent  above  last  year  and  3I  percent  above  average,  but  6  percent  less 
than  the  record  stocks  on  November  1,  I961.     Supplies  of  frozen  eggs  were  8I  million 
pounds  --  a  decline  of  1^  million  pounds  from  October  1.     A  year  earlier  stocks 
were  98  million  pounds  and  the  average  for  the  date  is  IO7  million  pounds.  Stocks 
of  shell  eggs  were  1^1  thousand  cases  on  November  1  --  a  decline  of  13  thousand 
cases  during  October.     There  were  236  thousand  cases  in  storage  on  November  1  a  year 
ago.     The  average  for  the  date  is  328  thousand  cases. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Supplies  of  meat  and  meat  products  increased  27  million  pounds  during  October 
to  551  million  on  November  1.     A  year  earlier  stocks  gained  3I  million  pounds  and 
the  average  October  increase  is  I3  million  pounds.     Holdings  were  hi  percent  more 
than  on  November  1,  I962  and  ^7  percent  above  average.     Beef  holdings  were  2^1 
million  pounds,  a  gain  of  21  million  during  the  month.     The  November  1  inventory 
was  60  percent  above  the  same  date  last  year  and  average.     Stocks  of  pork  were  32 
percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  kk-  percent  more  than  average.     Frozen  pork  holdings 
were  I80  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  3  million  pounds  during  the  month  while 
cooler  pork  stocks  were  33  million  pounds,  the  same  as  on  October  1.
